The comic strip “Li’l Abner” 

hasn’t been seen in newsprint in 
almost 14 years. But that doesn’t 
mean the boot-wearing, overall- 
donned character isn’t still around.

Fine Arts auditorium stage. 

The college’s production, under 
the direction of Judy Carroll, is a 
delightful and, most of the time, 
hilarious way to spend an evening.

| Like the cartoon strip, the musi-

It’s not until one of the main 
I character’s (Mammy Yokum) Yo- 
I kumberry tonic is discovered to be 
a miracle drug — changing even 
I wimpy government men into 
■ Hercules-esque replicas. Li’l Ab- ! 
ner has been taking his mammy’s 
tonic every day of his life. 

The no-good General Bull- ! 
moose wants the formula to the 
tonic so he can become the richest, 
most powerful man in the world. 
That means getting Eagle Eye 
| Fleagle to help take the formula 
away from Abner. 

Daisy Mae, who wants to be ;

Gay Chambfee and Michael 
Roland are paired well as Daisy > 
Mae and Li’l Abner. The chemi¬ 
stry’s there as they sing the ro¬ 
mantic ballads “Namely You" and 
“Love in a Home.” But there’s hu¬ 
mor, too. Not too crazy about get¬ 
ting hitched. Abner tells his cro¬ 
nies, “Day you kiss your bride 
hello, you kiss your druthers 
goodbye.” 

Daisy Mae does all in her power 
to save Li’l Abner from a fate of 
death and Chamblee is convincing 
u/hAn «Vw» shrku/a that she’s frantic 


Other notable actors include 
Tracy Weaver as the pushy 
Mammy; Sydney Leonard as the 
dancing, rolling Evil Eye Fleagle; 
Tracy Adcock as the pushed- 
around Pappy; Christina Wood as 
the airhead Appassionata Von Cli¬ 
max; Jim Holder as the evil Gen¬ 
eral Bullraoose; and Jade French 
as the stiff, formal Dr. Rebecca T. 
Finsdale. 

The entire cast should be con¬ 
gratulated for their rousing rendi¬ 
tion. Even when some were on 
stage — in non-speaking roles, 
they played the part of Dogpatch 
natives to the hilt. 

The orchestra, light man, set di- 
rector, costumer and even the 
scene changers should be recog¬ 
nized for their outstanding 
performance. 

If there was any fault to this 
production, it could be the lack of 
enunciation in some of the songs. 
The projection was great — the 
weakness was that some words 
could not be understood. 

“Li’l Abner” will continue 
through Saturday. Performances 
begin at 7:30 p.m. in the Decatur 
campus’ fine arts theater.
